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City Set to Celebrate its Fifty-second 
Fourth of July with Fireworks, Hoopla

Bombs bursting in air and 
the rockets’ red glare at 
Buddy Attick Park will pro¬ 
vide the grand finale as 
Greenbelt celebrates Inde¬ 
pendence Day on Tuesday* 
The aerial and ground dis¬ 
play of fireworks will climax 
a day of festivities, includ¬ 
ing contests, picnicking and 
music. 

The Public Works Department 
will start the fireworks at about 
9 p.m. (dusk). Trained pyrotech- 
nicians, headed by Kenneth Hall, 
will launch the display, which 
the city purchased from the 
Zambelli Company. The Green¬ 
belt Concert Band will begin the 
celebration at the Lake Band¬ 
stand at 7 p.m., with a program 
of classic old-time hits and pa¬ 
triotic songs. John Del Homme, 
in his twentieth season with the 
Greenbelt Concert Band, will lead 
the 145-member band. The can¬ 
non passage from Tchaikovsky’s 
“1812 Overture” (the familiar 
^"cereal that's shot from guns” 
theme) will greet the first burst 
of fireworks. 

In case of rain, the fireworks 
display will be rescheduled for 
the next clear evening. The con¬ 
cert, however, will be washed 
out. 

Members of the Greenbelt Li¬ 
ons Club will be at the lake 
park selling raffle tickets to raise 
money to support their commun¬ 
ity service activities, including 
camp scholarships for children. 
They will be raffling off two 
season tickets to the Redskins, 
with the raffle to be held Labor 
Day weekend. 

American Legion Picnic 
American Legion Post No, 136 
will host its annual family pic¬ 
nic, beginning at noon. The Post 
is located just off Greenbelt Road 
at Lakecrest Drive, behind the 
steamroller. The menu will fea¬ 
ture traditional Fourth of July 
food, including hamburgers and 
hotdogs (free for children), as 
well as more exotic fare such as 
Italian sausages. 

In between eating and drink¬ 
ing, adults and children can take 
part in games and contests. Chil¬ 
dren can enjoy pony rides, 3- 
legged and sack races and an 
egg toss, while adults can take 
part in horseshoe pitching, a dunk 
tank (staffed by volunteers) and 
a tug-of-war between the dif¬ 
ferent branches of the service. 
Continuous music will be pro¬ 
vided by Rudy Adlers six-piece 
Dixieland band, playing jazz 
tunes and the blues, and Legion 
DJVs on the bandstand from 
noon until 5 p.m. The festivities 
will continue inside until 7 p.m. 
Families are encouraged to 
bring their own lawnchairs and 
blankets.

Res¬ 
idents and friends will have a 
chance to show their talent in 
the Hulk Hogan and Mr. T Look- 
a-Like and the Lip Synch con¬ 
tests. 

Uncle Sam will be on hand to 
welcome Mayor and Mrs. Gil 
Weidenfeld at noon and to per¬ 
form “God Bless the U.S.A.” Mc- 
Gruff the Crime Dog, along with 
Greenbelt Police Officer David 
Buerger, will help teach chil¬ 
dren to “Take a Bite Out of 
Crime.” Punchin’ Judy’s recent 
sighting of Elvis at the Center 
has been corroborated; he’ll be 
performing at 1 p.m. at the Foun¬ 
tain Lodge stage. The Pros, pro¬ 
fessional D.J,’s, will keep the mu¬ 
sic playing all afternoon.

The Greenbelt pool will open 
and close early on the Fourth, 
Holiday hours are 10 a.m. until 
8 p.m. The recreation centers will 
be open from noon until 6 p.m. 
The Firecracker Tennis Tourm. 
ment will be played this weekend 
and next, taking a break on the 
Fourth itself. The tennis courts, 
softball courts, softball fields and 
horseshoe pits will be available 
for open play. 

Getting There Safely 

Parking at Buddy Attick Park 
will be severely limited on the 
Fourth, so those living close 
enough are encouraged to walk. 
The lake lot will be reserved 
for the handicapped, the elderly, 
city officials and employees and 
members of the band. While 
Crescent Road will be barri¬ 
caded from Kenilworth Avenue to 
the park entrance, the Police De¬ 
partment will establish an area 
for drop-off and pick-up of pas¬ 
sengers near the entrance. Ridge 



Road will also be blocked off. 
There will be limited parking 
on Crescent between Lastner 
Lane and Ridge Road. Concert- 
goers and fireworks-watchers 
should bring lawnchairs or 
blankets. 

The Police Department re¬ 
minds celebrants that all types 
of fireworks, even sparklers, are 
illegal in Prince Georges County. 
Possession of alcohol is also pro¬ 
hibited at Buddy Attick Prk.

July 4 Metro Changes 

On Tuesday, July 4, Metro wiU 
operate from 8 a.m. to 1 a.m 
Metrobus service will operate on 
a special Saturday schedule wirh 
additional service from eight 
downtown bus staging area 3 . 
Fares will be 75 cents per trip 
with exact change required. Rail 
fares will be collected in barrels. 
Senior citizens with a valid 
WMATA identification card will 
pay 25c per trip. Transfers be¬ 
tween Metrobus and Metrorail 
will be free. Parking at all tran¬ 
sit authority-operated lots will 
be free. 

Passengers should take advan¬ 
tage of all the downtown sta¬ 
tions and avoid using the Smith¬ 
sonian and Federal Triangle Sta¬ 
tions, which are usually very 
crowded. Trains and buses can 
move approximately 100,000 pas¬ 
sengers an hour. If crowds arc 
very large, it will take several 
hours to clear the Mall. 

More than 100 Metro admin s- 
trative employees will be on hand 
to provide information and as¬ 
sistance to passengers on July 4, 
They will wear bright red, white 
and blue hats with Metro in¬ 
signia. A flyer with a map of the 
downtown area showing the lo¬ 
cation of transit stations will 
be available in the buses and at 
the rail stations July 4. 

Standard weekday bus and 
rail schedules will be in effect 
on July 3 and 5 unless the fire¬ 
works display is cancelled on 
July 4 and rescheduled for July 
5, then additional bus and rail 
service will be provided. Special 
July 4th 75-cent cash fares will 
be in effect from 7 p.m. to clos¬ 
ing, Special service will be pro¬ 
vided for passengers returning 
home from the fireworks dis¬ 
play. 


BOTH BOHIISSIES MSB, 
CENTER WINS NARROWLY

Greenbelt East, along with the absentee ballots, provid¬ 
ed the margin of victory as the $3 million bond ordinance 
for a community center was approved 833 to 762 (51.5% 
to 47.1%). Center School was selected as the preferred site 
for the community center by an even narrower margin, 
with 50.3 percent of the voters for Center versus 46.4 for 
North End. The $1 million bond ordinance for the devel¬ 
opment of Schrom Hills Park passed easily, winning over 
75 nercent of the votes cast. (See box.) 

The Park borrowing won ap¬ 
proval in all precincts of the city, 
with the narrowest margin in 
Springhill Lake where 19 of the 
31 voters cast “For” votes. The 
largest margin was in Greenjcit 
East with 86.6 percent of the 
voters in favor. 

The community center bond 
ordinance faced a much toughen 
battle. Voters in the two pre¬ 
cincts in the city’s core rejected 
the borrowing while Springhi 1 ! 

Lake, Greenbelt East and the 
absentee voters all favored the 
ordinance. Interestingly, voter.; 


in the Center Precinct favored 
the North End location by a 
larger margin than those in 
North End Precinct. The three 
groups voting for the bond ordi¬ 
nance also favored the Center 
School location. 

Fifty-two percent of the city’s 
registered voters cast ballots. 
North End had the highest turn¬ 
out with 57.1 percent of those 
registered voting, while Spring¬ 
hill Lake had the lowest with 
just 22 percent of the 139 regis¬ 
tered voters coming to the polls.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 


Hello Again, 

In these hot days, a lot of questions come our way on vehic¬ 
les’ air conditioners. Most of the comments are “It does not feel 
as cold as it should” or “It takes too long to cool down.” Well, 
let’s see if everything is up to proper standards in your system. 

If you have a thermometer, place it in the center output duct 
of the air conditioner outlet. Let the system run in maximum set¬ 
ting for about 10 minutes. Temperature settings and readings will 
vary from vehicle to vehicle but if you get a 20 to 25* degree dif¬ 
ference from the outside ambient temperature, you have an effic¬ 
ient air conditioning system. 

In a vehicle parked in the sunlight with the windows rolled 
up, the sunlight heating up the entire area of the car will raise 
the inside temperature to over 100 degrees. It bakes some time to 
cool down the intereior. A sunshade across the front windshield 
will help considerably to cut out the sunlight.
